THE latest addition to the ranks of Torrance indus­ 
tries is the United Concrete Pipe Company, which 

is pushing a substantial program of development on 
its new site on 208th street (East road).

This company operates plants in several cities in 
California both in the north and south. Torrance, 
according to officials of the company, will have the 
main plant and will be headquarters of the corporation.

A number of the executives and employes of the 
company are now living in Torrance. More are seeking 
homes here. The fact brings out again the need for 
more dwellings in Torrance and adds weight to the 
contention that if several hundred dwellings were con­ 
structed here now they would be filled as rapidly as 
they were completed.

There never was a time in the history of Torrance 
more propitious for dwelling-house construction. Tor­ 
rance needs houses badly. Owners of vacant property 
wiir do well to build while construction costs are low 
and while the demand for homes is greatly in excess 
of the available supply.

One way of demonstrating a community welcome 
to the United Concrete Pipe Company would be to erect 
homes sufficient to house the men who, working for 
the company, wish to live near the plant.

SOMEWHAT OF A DEBT SHARED BY US ALL

LAST year business men of Torrance paid more than 
$8000 for the privilege of doing business in this 

city. This aggregate sum, paid for business licenses, 
was in addition to the regular taxes paid by local com­ 
mercial institutions.

It fs interesting to note that the sum of $8000 paid 
for business licenses is almost half the sum expended 
by the city for its police department salaries.

When Torrance residents and taxpayers realize that 
business houses paid license fees to a sum that was 
more than 8 percent of all general municipal taxes 
collected last year they will undoubtedly feel somewhat 
of an obligation to buy at home whenever possible.

Organizations of a public or semi-public nature, 
which have found generous financial support among 
the business men of Torran.ce should be particularly 
anxious to return this generosity by home patronage.

Favors returned are favors appreciated a fact 
which we believe most local organizations realize.
